“This is a faithful saying, 
and worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Jesus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom I am 
chief.’’ Paul speaks very positively. 
I got a letter the other day from 
aman. You know, I confess it, 
sometimes a man tells me some- 
thing in a letter he wouldn’t tell 
me face to face. He said, “You 
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have a reputation of being so 
positive. You think you know and 
it is impossible to tell you.” I 
am positive about some things, 
that is true. About some things 
we ought to be very humble, very 
mild, but when it comes to “Thus 
saith the Lord,” we should be very 
bold and very plain. Paul said, 


“This is a faithful saying. It is, 


worthy of acceptation.”’ 


I have many faults, and I am 
not a very good preacher, but I do 
believe this Bible. I thank God I 
can say I know the promises are 
true. There was a time when I 
wondered whether the Bible was 
true or not. I was a young col- 
lege teacher, did graduate work in 
the University of Chicago and had 
had evolution, that false theory, 
crammed down my throat. I was 
taught that the Bible is a very 
good book, but it is out of date, 
that it isn’t scientifically and his- 


torically accurate, but it is a fairly 
good book for religion. But there 
came a time if I would be an hon- 
est man I had to find out. Here 
I was a Christian, and I didn’t 
know whether the Bible was the 
Word of God. Why should I read 
it unless I know. I said, “I am 
going to find out.” Thank God, 
now I can say, “It is worthy of 
acceptation. You can take it. You 
can risk your soul on any verse 
in it. Thank God, I know.” If 
there is any blessing of God on 
my ministry, one reason, as weak 
and sorry as I am, I can preach 
with a holy boldness is that I can 
say, “This is a faithful saying and 
worthy of acceptation.

Dear sinner, here 
is good news for you. 

You had as well face it, there is 
no use lying about it and trying 
to excuse yourself and arguing that 
you are a good, moral man. Hell 
is full of that kind! Well, but you 
say, “Now here, I am a member 
of the Masonic Lodge or the 
Knights of Columbus.” I wouldn’t 
wrong any organization, but my 
dear friends, whatever you are a 
member of, that won’t change the 
fact that one day you must meet 
God on the question of your sins. 
If you don’t have forgiveness of 
your sins and your heart made 
new, you are lost, you need saving’! 
Jesus said, “What man of you hav- 
ing an hundred sheep, if he lose one 
of them, doth not leave the ninety 
and nine in the wilderness, and go 
after that which is lost, until he 
find it? And when he hath found 
it, he layeth it on his shoulders, re- 
joicing. And when he cometh 
home, he calleth together his 
friends and neighbours, saying un- 
to them: Rejoice with me; for I 
have found my sheep which was 
lost.” 

My friend, lost, lost is a terrible 
word. You need saving then, and 
Jesus came into the world to save 
sinners.

I remember when I first looked 
through a microscope into a drop 
of stagnant water and saw teem- 
ing life, every kind of life, and yet 
too small for the naked human 
eye to see, I thought, “Oh, the 
great God, the Creator of infinite 
wisdom to prepare the unseen mul- 
titude, the myriads of bacteria!” 

I looked out into space and they 
told me that the giant star, Betel- 
guese, that great sun, if it were 
hollow and one could bore a hole 
into it, he could’ pour multiplied 
thousands of planets the size of 
this earth. That great flaming 
planet that is millions of miles 
away, light years away! I said, 
“What a God of all infinite power 


and wisdom and glory!’’ But those 


things are not the best things 
about God. God created the heav- 
ens and the earth and said, “Let 
there be light and there was 
light,” but the best thing I know 
about God — those other things en- 
thrall my mind, but here is one 
thing that captures my heart — 
Jesus Christ loves sinners! 

I can well believe God might love 
good men. I could myself if I found 
a fellow that was right about ev- 
erything. If I found a man that 
was always just, always pure, al- 
ways holy*? could love him, too. 
“Peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. But 
God commendeth His love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us.”’

Dear friend, Jesus died for sin- 


ners. “Now then,” Paul says, 
“here is a personal testimony.” 
Every preacher ought to have it. 
Every preacher ought to tell you, 
“Christ died for sinners and He 
died for me and I took Him, and 
I am saved.” I have no patience 
with the preacher who says, “Don’t 
do as I do, but do as I say.” The 
poorest, vilest sinner who hears me 
this morning, maybe you have a 
headache from what you drank 
last night, or a broken heart be- 
cause your home is about wrecked 


and gone, or maybe you are dis- 
eased and the doctors are failing 
you, and you don’t know where to 
turn, whatever your broken heart 
is troubled about this morning, I 
can tell you to come to Jesus and 
lay your burden down there and 
go away with peace in your heart 
and forgiveness. And I will tell 
you how I know. I thank God I 
tried it myself. I came to Him, 
I saw I was a sinner, and He wiped 
away my tears, put His arms about 
me and forgave me, and from that 
good day to this, I know I am 
saved. If I could sing this morning, 
I would like to sing, 


“Glory I’m saved, Glory I’m saved, 

My sins are all pardoned, 

My guilt is all gone. 

Saved, saved, I’m saved by the 
blood of the crucified One.”

“IT am too far gone,” you may 
say.

The priest can’t 
help, churches can’t help, the 
lodges can’t do it, baptism can’t 
do it, I can’t live a moral life 
enough to do it. I am a sinner.” 
I wish you would tell me that. 
About the best thing that can hap- 
pen to a sinner is to find out that 
he is a sinner. The prodigal son 
in the hog pen was going down, 
down, down, until one day he came 
to himself. Sometimes people say,

these days.” No, he is not. He 
has just got good sense for the 
first time in his life when he real- 
izes he is a sinner, a doomed, con- 
demned sinner, 

The poor thief on the cross, 
when he said, “We are indeed just- 
ly in this condemnation,” was get- 
ting ready to be saved. The pub- 
lican said, ““God be merciful to me, 
@ sinner,” and he was saved al- 
ready when he said that. So Paul 
said, “Of whom I am chief.” “Je- 
sus died for sinners of whom I 
am chief.’’ So this morning, if 
you are a poor, scarlet woman and 
if virtue has fled away, if your 
garments are tainted, if you are 
cast off and despised by men, if 
you are smitten with shame, and a 
gnawing conscience gives you no 
rest, thank God, you can be saved! 
“Though your sins be as scarlet 
they shall be as white as snow, 
though they be red like crimson, 
they shall be as wool” if you will 
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trust in Jesus. Christ died for the 
vilest sinner. If one hears this 
message from behind prison bars; 
if friends have forsaken you, if 
hope is almost gone, if life seems 
wasted and ruined, yet thank God, 
the God who saved the chief of 
sinners can save you, too, and will.
